Edwin F. Connor retired from the Borough in 1989 after 31 years of service.  He had been 

hired in 1958 as the Borough Mechanic, promoted to Superintendent of Public Works in 1966 and 
then served as the Sanitary Sewer System Superintendent in 1972 until his retirement.  
 
 Raised in Fair Haven, he served in the U.S. Army during World War II from 1945-1947.  Ed 
moved to Rumson in 1952 and was a life member of the Oceanic Hook & Ladder Company No. 1

On motion by Councilwoman DeVoe, seconded by Councilman Hemphill, this 
communication was ordered received and authorization was given for the memorandum of 
agreement to be signed by the Mayor and Municipal Clerk.  All in favor. 
 
LETTER FROM OCEANIC FREE LIBRARY REQUESTING PERMISSION TO HANG 
THREE BANNERS DURING 2013:  “SUPPORT THE ANNUAL APPEAL” FROM APRIL 
13TH THROUGH APRIL 27TH ON THE CORNER OF THE BUILDING AT RIDGE ROAD 
AND AVENUE OF TWO RIVERS; “SUMMER READING CLUB” BEGINNING JUNE 24TH 
ON THE AVENUE OF TWO RIVERS FRONT WINDOW; AND “HOLIDAY BOUTIQUE” 
FROM NOVEMBER 9TH THROUGH NOVEMBER 23RD ON THE CORNER OF THE 
BUILDING AT RIDGE ROAD AND AVENUE OF TWO RIVERS:     
 
 The Municipal Clerk/Administrator advised of a letter dated April 1, 2013 from Nanette 
Reis, Director of the Oceanic Free Library, requesting permission to hang the following three 
banners during 2013 to advertise events: 

• A “Support the Annual Appeal” banner to be hung at the corner of the building, secured at 
the roofline at the corner of Ridge Road and Avenue of Two Rivers for two weeks beginning 
Saturday, April 13th; it measures 5 feet in width and 6 feet in height. 

• A Summer Reading Club banner to be hung over the front window on Avenue of Two Rivers 
for the duration of the program beginning Monday, June 24th; it measures approximately 50 
inches in width and 24 inches in height (supplied by the Monmouth County Library). 

• A Holiday Boutique banner to be hung at the corner of the building, secured at the roofline at 
the corner of Ridge Road and Avenue of Two Rivers for two weeks beginning November 9th; 
it measures approximately 30 inches in width and 36 inches in height. 

 
Councilwoman DeVoe stated that she felt that the size of the banners for organization events 

should be limited to perhaps 24 inches so that we don’t run into problems in the future. 
 
The Municipal Clerk/Administrator advised that any such restrictions for banner sizes would 

have to be regulated by Borough ordinance. 
 
Councilwoman DeVoe stated that regulating the banner size by ordinance would make the 

Council’s job easier for such future requests.  
 

On motion by Councilwoman DeVoe, seconded by Councilman Rubin, this communication 
was ordered received and permission for the three banners to be hung on the Oceanic Free Library 
was granted.  All in favor. 

 
The members of the Council agreed that Councilwoman DeVoe’s suggestion should be 

considered when the Council reviews the Borough’s General Ordinances this year.

 The Municipal Clerk/Administrator advised of a letter dated April 4, 2013 from Amy Clark, 
Rumson-Fair Haven Pop Warner Cheer Commissioner, requesting permission to use Bingham Hall 
from 7:00 p.m. until 10:00 p.m. on Tuesday, May 7th for the monthly meeting of the New Jersey 
Shore Pop Warner Conference—the meeting locations rotate through the member towns and it is 
Rumson’s turn to host it.  Ms. Clark, who lives in Rumson, advised that there would be 
approximately 25 adults in attendance and that they would require tables and chairs to be set up for 
their meeting. 
 

On motion by Councilman Hemphill, seconded by Councilman Shanley, this communication 
was ordered received and permission for Pop Warner to use Bingham Hall on May 7th for their 
meeting was granted.  All in favor. 
 
LETTER FROM TAMMY L. BULLIVANT, ON BEHALF OF THE JERSEY SHORE 
CHAPTER OF THE AMERICAN CANCER SOCIETY, REQUESTING PERMISSION TO 
HOLD THE 5K/FAMILY FUN RUN IN MEMORY OF MATTHEW PITERA ON SUNDAY, 
JUNE 2, 2013 WITH THE SAME ROUTE USED BY THE RUMSON-FAIR HAVEN RUN 
BEGINNING AT RFH REGIONAL HIGH SCHOOL AND ENDING ON THE HIGH 
SCHOOL’S FOOTBALL FIELD—HELD OVER FROM A PRIOR MEETING AWAITING 
RECOMMENDATION FROM THE POLICE DEPARTMENT:     
 
 The Municipal Clerk/Administrator advised of a letter to the Council dated March 5, 2013 
from Tammy L. Bullivant of 31 Shrewsbury Drive requesting permission to hold a 5K/Family Fun 
Run to benefit the NJ Chapter of the American Cancer Society in Rumson on Sunday, June 2, 2013 
using the same route used by the Rumson-Fair Haven Run each year.  
 

The Municipal Clerk/Administrator advised that the decision on this request had been held 
over at the March 12, 2013 Borough Council meeting in order for the Police Department to review 
the request and make their recommendation.  He reported that, as it turns out, this happens to be the 
same day that the Kelleher Run has been scheduled, so this date is not available for the American 
Cancer Society Run.  The Municipal Clerk/Administrator advised that they have submitted some 
other dates, one at the end of June and two in July.  He advised that in a discussion of this matter 
with Police Chief Scott Paterson, several issues were brought up:  1. the dates in July didn’t make a 
lot of sense, given the summer beach traffic in town and closing the roads would be an issue; and 2. 
we are working with the Rumson-Fair Haven Run representatives to alter their race route to avoid 
the business district entirely because last year it had been closed off completely to traffic, which was 
problematic for the businesses, restaurants and shops on the Friday evening before Mother’s Day.  
The following would need to happen:  alternate dates would have to be cleared with the Police Chief, 
the Council would have to decide if the town wanted to have yet another run and, if it is decided that 
we wish to have the event, should it be in July or should it be a date in June or perhaps in the fall. 

 
Councilman Broderick suggested that this request be denied at this time and, after other dates 

are submitted for approval, the Police Chief should make his recommendations before coming to the 
Council again for approval.  
 
 On motion by Councilman Broderick, seconded by Councilman Hemphill, this 
communication was ordered received and permission for the American Cancer Society Run on June 
2nd was denied and the request would come before the Council at a future meeting when a new date 
has been decided.  All in favor. 
 
LETTER FROM THE PAINT THE TOWN PINK COMMUNITY CHAIRPERSON 
REQUESTING PERMISSION TO HANG PINK LIGHTS ON THE EVERGREEN TREE IN 
VICTORY PARK AND HAVE THEM LIT FOR THE MONTH OF MAY TO PROMOTE 
THEIR CAMPAIGN FOR BREAST CANCER AWARENESS:     
 
 The Municipal Clerk/Administrator advised of a letter dated April 1, 2013 from Ellen Miles, 
Paint the Town Pink Community Chairperson, requesting permission to again hang pink lights on 
the evergreen tree in Victory Park and have them lit for the month of May.  She advised in her letter 
that the lights had a great visual effect for their campaign last year to raise awareness for the need for 
early breast cancer detection by screening using mammography and to fund mammograms for 
women who otherwise would not receive the testing.  Ms. Miles advised that, as done for the 2012 
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campaign, Diane Turton Realtors has offered to sponsor the tree lighting and to provide the stringing 
and removal of the lights, which would be done by Powerhouse Signworks. 
 
 Councilwoman DeVoe stated that she thought that a whole month was too long for the lights 
to be in place and motioned that the council approve the request for just two weeks. 
 
 Other Council members stated that, since the pink line would not be painted down River 
Road this year, the lights should be allowed for the whole month of May. 
 
 No one seconded Councilwoman DeVoe’s motion and Mayor Ekdahl asked if she wished to 
withdraw her motion, and she withdrew the motion. 
 
 After a brief discussion, it was agreed that the lights should be taken down the week prior to 
the Borough’s Memorial Day Parade on May 27th. 
 
 On motion by Councilman Rubin, seconded by Councilman Broderick, this communication 
was ordered received and permission for the Paint the Town Pink Committee to hang lights on the 
Victory Park evergreen tree was granted and that they be lit beginning May 1st until the week prior to 
the May 27th Parade and removed from the tree in a timely fashion.  All in favor 
 
LETTER FROM SPLIT SECOND RACING REQUESTING PERMISSION TO HOLD THE 
RUMSON-FAIR HAVEN RUN THAT PROVIDES SCHOLARSHIPS TO RUMSON-FAIR

 The Municipal Clerk/Administrator advised that we finally received a letter dated April 9, 
2013 from Douglas Rice of Split Second Racing requesting permission to hold the Rumson-Fair 
Haven Run, not on Mother’s Day weekend, as it was last year, but on the evening of Friday, June 7th.  
The Municipal Clerk/Administrator advised that they had planned to use the same route that was 
used in past years, but Police Chief Scott Paterson and he had spoken with Mr. Rice today to discuss 
changing the route to avoid the business district.  He suggested that the Council approve the request 
to hold the run on the evening of Friday, June 7th, subject to the Chief Paterson’s final approval of 
the revised route.   
 
 On motion by Councilwoman DeVoe, seconded by Councilman Hemphill, this 
communication was ordered received and permission for the Rumson-Fair Haven Run to be held on 
June 7, 2013 was granted, subject to the revised route being approved by the Police Chief.  All in 
favor.

 The Municipal Clerk/Administrator advised of a letter dated April 2, 2013 from Allison 
Connor, Production Manager at Two River Pictures in Shrewsbury, requesting permission to film a 
major cable network program/television original cooking pilot at Molly MaGuire’s Black Point Inn.  
She stated in her letter that the 20-person crew would be filming mostly inside the establishment 
from Wednesday, April 17th through Friday, April 19th for approximately 16 hours per day, but they 
would also like to have one cameraman film the surrounding area for about one hour, probably on 
Wednesday, April 18th.  They also requested to have the use of the Borough parking lot behind the 
Rumson Firehouse on East River Road to park the production vehicles for the three days. 
 
 The Municipal Clerk/Administrator reported that they have provided him with the proper 
insurance certificate.  He added that we have approved such filming requests in the past.

INTRODUCTION OF ORDINANCE 13-006 TO AUTHORIZE THE BOROUGH TO 
VACATE THE RIGHT-OF-WAY ON RIVER PLACE OFF OF GRANT AVENUE IN FIRST 
READING.  PUBLIC HEARING SCHEDULED FOR TUESDAY, MAY 14, 2013 AT  
7:30 P.M.:             
 
 The Municipal Clerk/Administrator advised that this ordinance proposed to vacate the small 
street known as River Place that separates the Borough’s Grant Avenue pumping station and the 
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residential area. He added that, because of a subdivision, the property that served as a right-of-way 
was no longer necessary. 
 
 The Municipal Clerk/Administrator read the following ordinance by title only in first 
reading: 
 
13-006 

 
AN ORDINANCE TO RELEASE, VACATE, AND 
EXTINGUISH ANY AND ALL PUBLIC RIGHTS 

IN AND TO PORTIONS OF RIVER PLACE 
 
 WHEREAS, the Mayor and Council of the Borough of Rumson, in the County of Monmouth 
and State of New Jersey is of the opinion that the public interest will best be served by abandoning, 
vacating, releasing and extinguishing any and all public rights which said Borough may have in and 
to the following described portions of River Place; 
 
 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the Mayor and Council of the Borough of 
Rumson, County of Monmouth, State of New Jersey, as follows: 
 
 SECTION 1.  The public rights and interest of River Place, particularly described as follows 
are hereby vacated, abandoned and released: 
 
         PARCEL “A” 
 
  BEGINNING at a point, said point being the intersection 
  of the title centerline of River Place (30 feet wide R.O.W.)
